H E preſently after his arrival out of Germany, repaired to 

King Charles, and afſured him that God had prepared a 
ſharp rod for his kingdome and himſelf, he told him chat the 
1niquities of his fathers were arrived to the full height,to be pu- 


 niſhed in himſelf, even:to the taking away of his lite ; the King 


heard him often and very'patiently, and was ſo far from being 
angry with him, that at,his going out of the Kingdome, he -t- 
dered the Maiter of the Requeſts to give him a conſiegtole 
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ſutn of mony,-but the Maſter of the Requeſts delaying him, 
or thinking him not worthy of it;he not onely afterwards did 
reſign his money to another, who being as averſe unto him 
andpretending to know nothing at all of the Kings pleaſure 
therein, Mr Gifthiet4 received no part of thar money which 
che King had'aſlignedfor him. ' 
Mr Edward Morgans Prophiſie. 
\ jj ome EaWward Morgan was born in Flint/hire but had his 
Y 2 education in Rowe, where attaining to a great meaſure of 
learning, be was ordained prieſt, and ſent into England,where 
being diſcovered, and ingeniouſly confeſling what he was; he 
was committed priſoner to Newgate, and according to the Sta- 
tute in that caſe provided, he was hanged, dzxawn, and quarte- 
red, in the year 1642. Although he was a Prieſt (as I have 
ſaid) yer he was a bitter enemy againſt the Jeſuices, and fore- 
cold the great ruin agd devaſtion which ſuddenly would fall up- 
on the Eng/:/h Nation, if the State did give any more way un- 
to the Jeſuites, he foretold the extirpation of the Government 
then being, and the war then falling upon the Land which he 
ſaid could not otherwiſe be prevented, but by a ſevere courſe 
raken againſt the Jeſuitcs ; for if they fell nor,it was impoſſible 
but that the Crown t ſelf would come to ruine, which in ſe- 
ven years afterwards came to paſs. Inhis time there was one 
whoſe name was Smith, a Jeluite, commonly honored amongſt 
rhe Engliſh Papiſts, by the title of the Biſhop Calcedon, to him 
the t ngliſh Catholicks had their reco- rſe in points of Eccleſi- 
aſtical difference, and he lived much concealed; Mr Morgan 
(although no friend at all co the Proteſtant-reformed Religi- 
on) yet againand again preſaged,that if ſome courſe were not 
:raken wirh him to ſuppreſs his power the King in a ſhort time 
would loſe his: and the Kingdom their liberty, and this he 
ſaid could not be avoided, wherefore he acquainted many 
Juſtices of the Peace with the place where be concealed him- 
ſelf, and how he might be apprehended, but finding no redreſs, 
. he petitioned co the Judges of the Land, againſt the ſaid Juſti- 
ces, who being either of conſanguinity 'or friends unto them, 
- theevent was. that the ſaid Mr Morgan was firſt commitred to 
the Fleer, where he continued for the fpace of three years,and 
havingafterwardsobtained his liberty by the means of Mr ok: 
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Tygram at that time Warden of the Piece gre though of ano - 
"ther Religion, was much taken with his ſtngular apprehenſion 
and dexterity of dicourſe, he nor long afterwards by the malice 
i of his violent and powerful adverſarics,was apprehended again 
and ſent to Newgate,where bavingevery day preſaged to thoſe 
of his own fraternity (there being at that cime mIiny Romiſh 
Prieſts priſoners in Newgate) and declared that the French Je- 
ſuites would undoutedly bring the glory of the Engliſh Nation 
to a fatal and ſudden diffolution, he fuffered the pains of death 
as a convicted Roman Pricſt in the year 1642. It is very obfer- 
| vablethat this man was ſo bitter againſt the Jeſuites and theif 
| practiſes when he lived at Rox, that the bulineſs was brought 
| before the Right Reverend Father in God, Cardinal Be/armine 
who was a Jeſuite himſelf, before whom having often prophe- 
fied that the Colledges and Dignities.of the Jeſuites ſhould nor 
continue above forty years, he was looked upon as a madman, 
as indeed all Prophets bave been ſo accounted, and no man en- 
| ' tertaining him, he lay three winter nights in the Church porch 
| of Santa Maria ſupraminervam ! atlaſtto be ridof him, they 
| procured him the Popes Meſſineſs for England, as-the firteſt 
place for him, the Jeſuires whiſpering one another in the car, 
that they were all there as mad as himſelf.

A Copy: of a Letter written from the Town of Leight in 
| Ttally bythe Count of Curaito, to the Lord Ferraro Panave, 
\ Vice-King and Captain of 7raly, upon the fight of two-old 

men who ſay they are Prophers and ſent from God, they be- 
-ing.each of them above a thouſand years of age. 
Some few dayes fince there arrived here two old men, who 
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fay they are Prophets, and that they have true ſpirits, they ' 
are coarbeg igh garment, the faſhion whereof is almoſt as 
admirable as their antiquity, they do preach in every treer 
that the people muſt repent, and leave their wickedneſs, be- 
cauſe the anger of God-is much kindled againſt them ; they 
do- preach that this age is the ſecond Soders, in which the ſins 
of all Nations are to bepurged with fire, their iniquity being 
amounted unto hEayen, and that if thoſe in whoſe ſtreets 
they have preached, do not repent within the ſpace of three 
moneths, their towrs will be hurned with fire,they bave con- 
tinued a-week to preach in this town, being dire beaded and 
bare-footed,the Count of Carat Governor of the town hath 
heard them, and hath forbad them to preach,but they anſwer- 
ed him that they were ſent from God to draw people to re- 
pentance,wherupon he committed them to priſon; they have 
been diſputed with in the Greck, Latin,Calde, Hebrew tongue 
and they came off with admiration, it being impoſſible to 
put..chem down : They perſwade and counſel all that come 
to viſit them, ro fear God, and beware of evil works, their 
diet being nothing but berad and water ;'they believe inthe 
Father, Son and Holy Ghoſt, and do pray upon their knees, 
their hands being lifred up towards heaven. They exhort the 
people every where to repentance, becauſe the end of the 
world isnear, when-Chrift will come and judge it : Being 
demanded when the end of the world wilt be, they. make- 


anſwer in the year 1670. the firſt day; being demanded of . 


what age they were, they replied they were one thouſand 
years of age ; and being queſtioned by the, Governor from 
whence they came,they made anſwer to him, they came from 
Golgatha, and were ſent by God to preach repentance to the 
Nations of the earch. The Jeſuits at Leight deſired of the 
Governor that he would ſend them in a wagon to Rome,thar 
his Holineſs might ſee them and confer with them, whick 
they perceiving ſaid, that they knew very well what muſt be 
done unto them, and that they hag no need to ferter them, 
and ſend them bound tg &þ (ot had determined to go 
thither of themſelves, and ſtanding up to walk they did tear 
their chains ro-pieces, whereupon all the people that were 
ſpeRators.of the wonder, cried out they were Saints. Their
